BETTERMENTS NOT HARDSHIPS 
IN APPEAL HEARINGS 


Betterments, 4s such, are not , 
hardships, the Wilmington 
Board of Appeals ruled, in a| 
decision handed down Tuesday 
night. 

The decision was a denial to 
divide a lot of land at the 
corner of Sprucewood Road and 
Shady Lane Drive, requested by 
ars. Dini, and represented 
at the hearings by Atty David 
Elfman. 

Mr. Elfman told the Appeal 
Board on July 10th that mrs 
Dini owned a lot of land that 
had the equivilant of two 
ordinary frontages, 230 feet, 
and 68 foot depth, and that as 
Such she was paying the e- 
qQuivilant of two betterments 
for her lot. 


The appeal was opposed by the 
Planning Board, who stated 
that to divide the land into 
two lots would be to create 
two illegal lots. 

In the decision handed down 
sday night the Appeal Board 


is the opinion of the 
Board that the burden of ex- 
pense to be borne by a proper- 
ty owner, resulting from a de-

A few years ago the Tewksbury Throwaway pub- 
lisher announced that he had 8000 or so paid 
subscribers, after a massive campaign, and was

Dear mr. Neilson: 

In Mr Sanders’ letter which 
you published last week, and 
which was in answer to mine a 
bout the Supreme Court prayer 
ban decision, he includes some 
statements I would like to dis 
cuss. 

First, Mr Senders states that 
if I had read more I would,| 
know that ‘27 leading church- 
men’ agreed with the Court. I 
read that, and I read the list 
of names of the men. { also 
read that the national Associ- 
ation of Evangelicals spoke 
out against the decision, as 
did the majority of clergymen 
in the country, the most prom- 
inent among them, including 
Methodist Bishop Corson. 


Second, mr Sanders quotes 
Niebuhr where he points out 
that the real issue is consti- 


tutional, ‘whether the court 
has not in fact assumed the 
legislative function, in the 
guise of interpreting the con- 
Stitution.’ This is not a new 
wrinkle for the Warren court. 
The Court reveresed itself, as 
Justice Potter pointed out in 
his dissenting opinion, revers- 
ing a decision they had made 
only ten years ago. The Court 
acted counter to the principle 
of states’ rights, as well as 
establishing a principle which 
if carried to its logical con- 
clusion, could completely sec- 
ularize our Americah society. 
By what great magic did this 
court obtain so much more wis- 
dom than all the lower courts 
which tried the case? But then 
what can one expect when the 
Court is led by a Chief Just- 
ice who had absolutely no jud- 
icial experience before receiv 
ing the appointment as a polit 
ical reward. 
Finally, Mr Sanders suggested 
that I must have looked into a 
crystal ball in order to find 
the information that makes me 
believe that the present Chief 
Justice is worthy of impeach- 
ment because of his pro-commun 
ist leaning. I refer mr Sand- 
ers not only to NINE MEN A- 
GAINST AMERICA by Rosalie Gor- 
don but also to “if BELIEVE’, 
a series of editorials publish 
ed by the Indianapolis Star in 
1957; A special report of the 
American Bar Association in 
1057 entitled ‘Communist Strat 
egy, Tactics, and ubjectives’, 
discussing some of the Warren 
led decisions; and the speech- 
es by Senator James Eastland 
on the floor of the Senate in 
1955 ad again early in 1962, 
to mention just a few sources. 
Out of 65 decisions in which 
Earl Warren h s participated, 
and which involved communism 
or communists, he voted for 
the communist position 62 
times. I will write another 
letter next week and briefly 
discuss some of these decis- 
ions.

PUPIL INSURANCE CONTRACT 
AWARDED TO PLAZA INSURANCE 

The Plaza Insurance Agency, 
Main Street, Wilmington, has 
been awarded the 1962-63 Wil- 
mington Public Schools Student 
Accident and Football Insur- 
ance, by the Wilmington School 
Committee. The award was made 
in a special meeting last 
Thursday. 

Plaza, and the Bedell Bro- 
thers Insurancy Agency were 
two lowest bidders, out of 7 
bids. The committee voted 3 to 
1 to award the contract to Pla 
za, with Arthur V Lynch cast- 
ing ‘no vote’. 

Lynch summarized the problem 
as he and other members Saw it 
by saying that the Bedell con- 
tract was the best of the two, 
except that Bedell was unable 
to offer protection on Yoot- 
ball Tryouts’ because the firm 
for which Bedell was underwri- 
ting offered insurance on re- 
gular players only. 

Bedell’s price was $1.50 for 
elementary pupils and $2.00 
for High School pupils in all 
sports except foorball, for & 
coverage of $5000 maximum. 

Plaza offered a price of 
$1.75 for all grades, with a 
coverage of $3500. 

Bedell offered prices between 
$10 and $14 for a $5000 cover- 
age of regular football play- 
ers with no coverage for ‘try- 
outs’, while Plaza offered 
prices of $12.50 to $18.50 for 
protection of $250 to $5000 
for football players, which in 
cluded those in ‘tryouts’. 


Eleven Wilmington youngsters, 
mentally or physically handi- 
capped, will again be brought 
to and taken home from the 
Wilmington Public Schools in 
‘Joe’s Taxi’, this year.

GLEN CONNOLLY DISCUSSES SCHOOL PROBLEM 


The Special School Committee 
meeting of last Thursday ended 
fairly early, and the School 
Committee, led by Glen Connol- 
ly, had a discussion about 
problems involving the philo- 
Sophy and problems of teaching 
and school finances. 

Mr. Connolly, Arthur Lynch,

old Shea were the main speak- 
ers, with an occasional word 
from Chairman George Robertie. 
The discussion ranged some- 
times off the three subjects 
and

Connolly divided the discus-

load of the Superintendent of 
Schools. 

He began it by observing that 
he had great respect for the 
detailed work on the part of 
Mr. Shea with respect to the 
business details of the Wilm- 
ington Schools, and wondered 
if it might be worth while to 
employ a ‘business manager’ so 


| @s to take part of the load 


off Shea’s shoulders, and allow 


j| more time to that gentleman in 
i the business of superintending 


education. 

Shea, relative to the dis- 
cussion, told Connolly that in 
his first several months in 


the system so as to 
have three Supervising Princi- 
ples, on a 12 month basis, and 
that these people picked up 
‘the slack’. Mr. Barrett, for 
instance, one of the supervi- 
sors, had during this past 
Summer prepared the State Re- 
port, and if Barrett had not, 
he, Shea, would have had no 
time for teacher recruitment. 
‘When the Wilmington School 
System reaches probably 4500 
children, then we might talk 
about a business manager,’ 
Shea said. 
Giving the Supervising Prin- 
cipals a 12 month year re- 
lieved the school principals 
and heads of departments of a 
part of their workload, Shea 
told Connolly, and this he be- 
lieved to be a major step, re- 
lative, among other things, to 
costs of schools, 
He estimated that having a 
Business Manager would cost 
the town $8,000 a year, plus 


| another $3,000 for a secretary 


and referred to this as ‘cen- 
tralization’. 

The three Supervising Princi- 
pals, together, cost the town 
$8000 a year over their regu- 
lar salaries on a 9 month year 
Shea said. 

‘Basically’ Shea said, ‘I am 
an advocate of decentraliza- 
tion, rather than the oppo- 
site’. 

Work Loads 

Work Loads, for teachers, was 
the second part of Connolly's 
discussion, in which he was 
joined by both Lynch and Ro- 
bertie - Mr Robertie being a 
teacher in the Winchester 
Public Schools. 

Connolly initiated the dis- 
cussion by Saying a teacher 
with a 27 hour work load (in @ 
week) was overworked. He cited 
the time necessary for prepar- 
and correc- 
tion of papers, 
Studies, and estimated that a 
teacher with a 27 hour teach- 


ing schedule was really work- 


ing 56 to 60 hours a week. 
‘5 hours of teaching, 


plus extra 


ina 


day, for a high school teacher 
is really too much - good tea- 
chers cannot keep it up - it 
seems that we should set a 
maximum of 20 hours (a week)’ 
Connolly stated, 

Shea pointed out that to re- 
duce the teaching hours 1 per- 
iod, in a high school with 60 
teachers, such as Wilmington 
High School, meant an extra 15 
teachers on the pay-roll. ‘If 
you think Wilmington is ready 
for that big step --" 


Robertie: Teachers have more 
to do than lecturing, in High 
School. 

Connolly: In college 12 hours 
a week is considered @ good 
work load. 

Shea: In colleges the best 


teachers are not even exposed 
to the freshmen. They are re- 
served for the upper classmen. 
I have no Quarrel with the 
philosophy that says to the 
good instructors ere, take 
some of these slow learners, 
too’. 

He referred to the problem of 
having good teachers for good 
classes, and how this conflicts 
with having good teachers with 
average classes, and good tea- 
chers for less than average 
grade pupils. 

Connolly: I have read in ad- 
miration of Mr. Saba and his 
wonderful honors, and have 
thought with horror of the 
possibility of his leaving a 
classroom for some other job, 
just because more money was 
offered. 

Shea pointed out that having 
Department Heads relieved many 
teachers and principals of a 
part of their burdens, and ci- 
ted the case of Miss Boutelier 
(teacher of Remedial Reading). 
Miss Boutelier, he said, he 
\had placed in charge of all 
reading teaching, in all 12 
grades, She reported directly 
to the superintendent, and 
this was of aid to the other 
teachers. 

‘Department Heads have a mas- 
)tery in their field’ he said, 
Kyou can never expect a High 
School Principal to be know- 
ledgeable in all 12 principal 
areas of study. Having Depart- 
ment Heads relieves him of 
this burden, and allows him to 
administer the High School. 

The ‘Specialist Role’, mr 
Shea said, was the third part 
of his reorganization of the 
Wilmington Schools, 

Intermediate Schools 

Connolly’s third discussion 
was the role of the Intermed- 
iate Schools. He felt that a 
3 year Intermediate School was 
an element of strength, and a 
two year one (say 7th and 8th 
grades) was an ‘indefensible 
situation. ° 

Shea pointed out that the 
presently planned schedule was 
as a result of discussions in 
1958 by former Superintendent 
John Collins with the School 
Committee, and others, and 
that it was agreed upon on a 
basis of economics. 

A 6-3-3 program, he said, 
with a ninth grade in an In- 
termediate School, just about 
doubles the Physical Education 
activities of a High School 
program, and further it adds 
to disciplinary problems be- 
cause it is mainly with ninth 
graders that these problems 
arise. He added that the last 
two hours of Friday are the 
worst, for the teacher is then 
tired out after a week of tea-
